Doesn't Mean Eggs Are Fresh 


Just because the eggs you buy 
are stamped “Grade A” doesn’t 
mean. that they’re fresh eggs, Har- 
old Barbour, Upland, vice-chair- 


‘man of the San Bernardino county 


Poultry department, said today in 
issuing some hints to Upland 
housewives on how to select their 
eggs. 

“Even storage eggs can be sold 
as Grade A if they meet the grad- 
ing requirements,” Mr. Barbour 
said, “But it doesn’t by any means 
indicate that they’re fresh.” 

. For that reason he added, house- 
wives are a lot better off buying 
locally produced eggs which are 
stamped “Grade A Fresh Eggs,” 
he said. Not only because eggs 
coming from other parts of the 
country can’t be as fresh and fre- 
quently deteriorate on the way 


but California hens are fed more 
scientifically than in most other 
parts of the country. 

“Besides local eggs taste bet- 
ter because they are fresher,” Mr. 
Barbour declared. “For example, 
look for a rich golden color in the 
égg yolk the next time you break 
one in a pan, that indicates an 
abundance of Vitamin A. Fresh 
egg white should have a greenish- 
yellow tint if there is ample : ibo- 
flavin which is part of the B-com- 
plex vitamin.” 

Because California poultry in- 
dustry does not produce enough 
for consumption, it is necessary 
to import eggs from the East, and 
the smart buyer, therefore, is the 
shopper who demands locally pro- 
duced eggs,” Mr, Barbour con- 
cluded,

Ban Upheld by 
Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. (#7 )— 
The Supreme court upheld today 
the Hatch “clean politics’ law 
ban on political activity by Fed- 
eral employes or by State em- 
ployes whose jobs are financed 
from Federal grants. 

Two separate rulings were 
handed down, 

The section forbidding Federal 
employes from taking active part 
in political campaigns was ruled 
valid in a decision turning down 
a challenge from the CIO United 
Public Workers of America. 

That relating to State employes 
came on a challenge by the State 
of Oklahoma. 

The high court, splitting 5 to 
4, also ruled today that public 
school funds, raised by taxation, 
may be used to pay for trans- 
portation of children to Catholic 
parochial schools. 

The division, in a New Jersey 
case, came over the question of 
what it takes to constitute estab- 
lishment of religion, which is for- 
bidden by the constitution.

200 to $1 at noon. An ounce of 
gold sold for 666,600 Chinese 
dollars.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. (#) 
Kenneth Romney, former ser- 
geant-at-arms of the House, was 
indicted by a Federal grand jury 
today on charges of conc ealing a 
$143,863 shortage in the accounts | 
of his office. 

Romney served as sergeant-at- 
arms from 1931 until January 1, 
when Republicans took control of | 
congress from the Democrats. He 
was succeeded by William Rus- 
sell, a Republican. 

The grand jury _ investigation | 
grew out of an audit of Rom- 
ney’s accounts by the general ac- 
counting office. 

The three-count indictment al- 
leged that Romney falsely mis- 
represented to auditors the amount 
of cash on hand in the office and 
“covered up by trick, scheme and 
device” the existence of the short- 
age. 


Find 81 Bodies 
In Berlin Fire 


BERLIN, Feb. 10, (P)—Rescu- 
ers, working in near zero tempera- 
tures, today had recovered 81 bod- 
ies from the ruirs of the Karlslust 
dance hall, razed by fire at the 
height of a Saturday night cos- 
tume ball. Another 39 persons 
were in hospitals. 

Capt. Frank Walten, British fire 
chief, said he did not expect the 
death toll to climb much higher. 

Various causes were advanced 
for the holocaust—-likened to the 
disastrous Cocoanut Grove blaze 
in Boston four years ago, which 
caused 440 deaths. A British fire 
control officer blamed overheated 
stoves, while a German Civilian, 
familiar with the structure, said 
a short circuit caused the fire. 

Eyewitnesses described a ma- 
cabre scene with milling crowds 
trying to force their way out of 
the flaming ballroom and hopeless- 
ly jamming the exits, of others 
who needlessly sacrificed their 
lives by returning to look for their 
coats.

PARIS, Feb. 10, (®) — Italy 
| signed sadly and silently today a 
peace treaty reducing her to a 
third rate power, stripped of col- 
onies, indebted by 
her homeland reduced and her 
army and navy cut to a relative 
shadow. 

Yugoslavia, which will obtain a 
slice of the coveted Venezia Giulia 
but not the: port of Trieste, which 
will become a free city, reversed 
herself and signed the treaty af- 
ter protesting the boundary 
agreement. 

Italy, paying for the crimes of 
Mussolini and fascism, was the 
first of five Axis nations to sign 
treaties which, when ratified, will 
end World War II for all the 


world except Germany, Japan, 
Austria and Korea. 
Following Italy, the schedule 


called Romania, Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary and Finland to the mourn- 
er’s bench, as it were, to ink 
treaties with up to 20 Allied Na- 
tions, The United States had a 
ae in all the accords except that 
of Finland, with which the United 
| States never was at war. 
Contrasted to the silent de- 
}meanor of the Italian signatory 
in Paris, the Yugoslav foreign 
minister, Stanoje Simic, declared 
Premier Marshal Tito’s Russian- 
backed government was “roundly 


disturbed” at the treaty with 
Italy. 

Italy lost Eritrea, Somaliland 
and Libya, her Italian colonies, 


and was forced to recognize the 
independence of Eethiopia and Al- 
bania, which Mussilini had added 
to the empire. The Dodecanese 
Islands went to Greece. Small 
areas on her Western frontier went 
to France. 

She was ordered to pay $360,- 
000,000 in reparations, $200,000,- 
000 of it to Russia. Her armed 
forces were trimmed to a total 
of 97,500 men; her navy to 67,500 
tons.

“We should maintain tax rates 
high enough to effect as rapid @ 
reduction in the public debt as is 
consistent with the maintenance of 
a high-production, high-employ- 
ment economy.”

Monthly production records at 
the Kaiser steel mill were shat- 
tered and new ones established in 
January, the company announced. 

The open hearth department pro- 
duced 64,271 tons of ingot steel 
last month compared to a previous 
high of 61,797 tons in March, 1945. 

The soaking pits processed 61,- 
27 tons, compared to 57,047 in No- 
vember, 1946. 

The 36-inch blooming mill rolled 
41,902 tons compared to 40,132 in 
November, 1946. 

The 29-inch structural mill op- 
erating on 15*weekly turns rolled 
25,184 tons of structural shapes 
and billets compared to 26,062 
tons in November, 1946, when the 
mill was operating 18 weekly 
turns. 

The shipping department estab- 
lished a new record on ingots and 
steel rolled products going to mar- 
ket but final compilation has not 
yet been made. j

after the Pearl Harbor attack 
have resettled in every state in 
the union except South Carolina, 
the final report of the War Relo- 
cation authority disclosed. 

About half of the 106,925 Jap- 
anese and Japanese-Americans 
who left War Relocation centers 
returned to their former homes on 
the Pacific coast, the report said, 
put thousands settled in the in- 
dustrial cities of the Midwest and 
Bast, and in the Rocky Mountain 
states. 

“While the evacuation caused 
some evacuees great financial loss 
and mental suffering, it was not 
without compensation for some 
evacuees,” the report said, 

“In the process of resettlement, 
certain advantages accrued to the 
group especially to the Nisei 
(American bern) in other sections 
of the country and even on the 
West coast. They found a wider 
variety of occupations open to 
them than had been available pri- 
or to evacuation. Most of them 
escaped from segregation in hous- 
ing and were otherwise able to 
merge into the general social li « 
of new communities to a greater 
degree than they had previously 
been able to do.” 

Some results, the report said, 
were: 

Nearly 12,000 of the 18,000 Jap- 
anese who went to the North Cen- 
tral states settled in Chicago. 
There they are employed by thous- 
ands of companies and individuals 
representing a normal cross-sec- 
tion of employment and are hous: 
ed in almost every neighborhood 
in the city. 

Cleveland, which attracted 
about 3,000 was the favorite spot 
in the Great Lakes area. 

The northern east coast states 
also were popular with the re- 
settlers. About 2,000 went to New 
York City. 

Seabrooks Farms, near Eridge- 
ton, N. J., was the crly rural place 
outside the intermountain states 
and the West Coast to ittract any 
substantial mumber of evacuees. 
By December. 1945, there were 1,- 
769 Japanese at Seabrook, most 
of them: employed in food precess- 
ing plants. : ‘ 

Only 800 Japanese resettled in 
the Southern states, although 
these “are. making an excellent 
adjustment both socially and ec- 
onomically.”

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West Pays Up 
Water Costs 


WASHINGTON, (#)—Michael 
W. Strauss, commissioner of rec: 
lamaticn, said today Western 
water users are repaying the costs 
of their irrigation projects “at a 
rate of which we are justly proud.” 

In a report on repayments on 65 
reclamation projects in 15 West- 
ern states, Strauss informed the 
secretary of interior that water 
users have paid $74,838,673 to the 
government, 97.6 per cent of the 
amount that was due by June 30, 
1946. In addition, power revenues 
have totaled $38,718,414. 

Best money-makers among the 
65 interprises are the Yuma pro- 
ject in Arizona and California, 
Strauss said. 

Lagunda Dam, built in 1909 on 
the Yuma project, has been fully 
paid for. Among 14 units which 
have repaid more than 50 per cent 
of their federal obligations are 
three from the two projects.

President Truman told Congress 
today the United Nations has 
made “great progress” in the past 
year but world hopes for peace 
can yet “be betrayed and lost.”
